When a wife gets a decree— 


WHAT ARE TH 
DIVORCE RIGHTS | 
OF A HUSBAND? 


A husband’s right to have a decree nisi which was 
granted to his wife made absolute was discussed before 
Mr. Justice Henn Collins in the Divorce Court recently. 


Before the Matrimonial Causes Act came into force on 
January 1, the respondent in a divorce case had no right to apply 
for a decree nisi to be made final. 


RESPONDENT MAY NOW APPLY 


-- The -Act, besides introducing fresh grounds for divorce and 
other reforms, aimed at remedying this situation. Now a 
respondent ig entitled to apply for a decree nisi to be made 
absolute at the end of the statutory six months if the petitioner 
fails to do so. 

The circumstances in which the court ghould accede to such 
a request—if the petitioner opposes it—are being questioned. 

The application was by Mr. Ralph Robert Chappell, who is 
secking to have a decree nisi granted to his wife, Mrs. Margaret 
Mary Chappell, eleven months ago made absolute.

In the opinion of Dr. C, M. Walter, 
head of the research section of Bir- 
mingham Gas Department, ordinary 
town's gas is the fuel of the future. 
His pioncer researches led to the in- 
troduction of a gas-driven omnibus, 
which has been running dally in Bir- 
minghum for three years. 

Dr. Walter said: “If we could 
only have the Government assistance 
for which we have asked, to.deveiop 
our work, the possibilitics of the use 
of gas would be unlimited.” 


SURGEON FALLS DURING 
OPERATION 


London. 

A remarkable case occurred = re- 
cently which has many points of 
tragedy and interest. It concerned 
Francls Jones, aged 21, whose brother 
in law, Harry Leslie Breese, 35 of 
Redcot, Montgomeryshire was charg- 
ed with his manslaughter. Accord- 
ing to Breese he had no intention of 
shooting Jones ‘although he would 
have put a bullet-through his leg.

Some return of popularity to the 
depressed Japanese Government 
bonda has been noticed recently. 
These securities now ‘stand about 20 
per cent, higher than at the hegin- 
ning of October, and unless some 
totally unforescen circumstance ou 
curs are unlikely to fall below thelr 
present level. : 

Interesting in this connection is the 
position of Japanese public utility 
bonds. 

Last July it was announced that 
the Government had passed a Jaw 
whch was intended to bring about 
n large measure of State control 
over electric power companics. A 
concern of n seml-official nature, 
styled the Japan Electric Power 
Generation and Transmission Com- 
pany was to be formed to take over 
the properties of existing under- 
takings In return for its own shares.

the Estimates were framed, The pro- 
vision made In the Estimates was for 
$480,000. 


Hon. Mr. S, H. Dodwell: Surely 
this Is a heavy under-estimate? 


The Chairman (Hon. Mr. N. L. 
Smith): My recollection is that we 
always under-cstimate this item. 


The Financial Secretary: The 
year's estimate was put at considcr- 
ably higher in sterling figures than 
actually expended in any of the pre- 
vious three years. 


Hon. Mr. A. L. Shields: What are 
the increases In the last four years?, 


The Financial Sceretary: More 
than £22,000 jn 1935, more than 
£23,000 in 1936, and more than 
£27,000 In 1937. The estimate for 
this year was put at £30,000. We 
have far more people going on leave 
thls year than any of the previous 
years, and more transfers of officers. 


Hon. Mr. Shields: Is the increase 
likely to go on in the same ratio? 


The Financial Seceretary: No, we 
hope in the next year there is going 
to be a reduction. As far as 1 can 
see the number_going on leave next 
year ig much smaller. 

The vote was spproved. 


Ambulance Blankets 


With reference to an item re- 
quiring $200 more for the washing 
of ambulance blankets, the Hon. Dr. 
Li Shu-fan asked: 


About these blankets, I quite agree 
to the necessity of washing them 
frequently, but can we have the 
idea how frequontly are they 
sterilised? Sos : 


The Chairman: I am afrald I can- 
not say off-hand. 


Hon. Mr. M.. K. Lo: I suppose they 


“should be washed every time. 


Hon. Dr. Li: It seems to me more 
than a case of mere washing. 

-The Chairman: The only minute I 
have got ts the amount expended on 
washing of ambulance -blankcts, and 
it shows normally $25 a month, This 
year, owing to the cholera epidemic, 
it hns avernged $28. 1 will find out 
this information for the Committee. 

Concerning a provision of $50,000 
for charitable services, namely Tung 
Wah Hospital Relief for Chinese Re- 
fugees, the Financial Secretary sald 
the principle of repaying the hospital 
for refugees passing through Hong- 
kong had been approved.

The total revenuc for the Colony 

. from all sources in 1937 was $32,111,- 
222,20; hence the expenditure on 
medical services formed 16.19 per 
cent, of the general revenuc. 


Influcnces on Health 


Three factors had a profound in- 
fluence on public health $n the Colony 
during 1937, The most ‘mportant of 
these was the outbreak of hostilitics 
‘between China and Japan, Large 
numbers of refugees, both white and 
Asiatic, fled from the war zones ant 
yought a hnven in Hongkong. 

As might have been expected, the 
influx ‘of mostly destitute und uncm- 
ployed persons Into an alrendy con- 
gested urban arca aggravated in- 
san{tary conditions and the number 
of denths leaped up from a monthly 
fvernge of 2,349 for the first seven 
months'of the year to 4,070 ‘in 
September, giving an average of 3,638 
Yor the last five months of 1937, 
Many of these refugees arrived from 
districts in Chinn where health ser- 
vices had become — scriously djsor- 
ganised, It was not surprising, there- 
fore, that Hongkong suffered from a 
visitation of cholera. The -discasc 
appeared towards the end of July in 
which month 13 cases were discover- 
ed. By the time the last victim came 
under observation In December, some 
1,082 persons had lost their Hves. 

“A particularly severe typhoon de- 
vastated the Colony on September, 
No accurate estimate’ of the actual 
loss of life is possible. Suffice it to 
say that‘some 490 bodies of persons 
who had béen drowned or killed were 
picked up mainly on the foreshore at 
the eastern entrance to the harbour.

INCE THE OUTBREAK of 

hostilities between China 
and Japan there has been a ten- 
dency in Hongkong to interfere 
with the undeniable right of 
newspapers to have access _to 
We do not 
refer particularly to Govern- 
ment departments, although 
officinldom in’ certain quarters 
does add enormously to the 
difficulties by © newspapers in 
this Colony, but have in mind 
the three Services. 


Honest, temperate and intelli- 
gent restriction is, we quite 
well understand, necessary on 
niany occasions, especially in 
time of emergency. Our ex- 
perience, however, is that the 
“hush-hush” policy which has 
been increasingly adopted in 
Hongkong in recent months ex- 
ceeds those qualifications and 
indicates, at times, an almost 
fanatical desire to suppress in- 
formation to which the public 
has every right to have access 
through its newspapers. 


The Grand Old Game 


No? SINCE the Loch Ness 

Monster has there been 
anything quite so likely to upset 
the equanimity of a Scotsman. 
us a recent assertion ‘that golf 
was not originally 2 Scottish 
game. Yet this “discovery” 
isn’t -so new after all. The 1935 
edition of an Encyclopedia re-- 
fers to golf as a game which 
although it ‘seems to have 
originated in Holland . . . has 
become identified with Scotland, 
where it was introduced in the 
16th century.” 


The. professors who, while 
conducting a research into in- 
ternational. law, uncovered ‘an 
engraving of Huig van Groot 
showing the great Renaissance 
authority on jurisprudence as a 
youth holding a golf club, have 
perhaps corroborated what until 
-now was only supposed to be 
the fact. How the game was 
brought to Scotland . is still a. 
subject for speculation, but the 
fact that it was introduced to

Scotland can lose little glory 
by this latest revelation, for its 
part in popularising the game 
cannot be minimised.

Refugee 
centres here were already full to 
capacity, 


A gift of $2,000 had been received 
for refugee work jn Chungshan dis- 
trict and a doctor and a companion 
had already gone there. 


Mrs. Langley, who said she had 
just: returned from Shumchun, suid 
there was no water in the district 
and supplies had to be curried {rom 
some distance away, 


Mojor Tsang, Commissioner of 
Police, was in charge of about 5,000 
refugccs in the village where there 
wns a great duck of food. Refugecs 
were on the ronds in thousands, 
carrying their belongings in baskets, 
and some had become so exhausted 
that they had had to abandon their 
children. 


Mrs. Langley declared that yes- 
terday the Japanese were about 30 
mites from Shumchun and sho was 
‘told that if Uncy approached closer 
an attempt would be made to blow 
yp the bridge there. The cusino 
‘vould also be destroyed if It were not 
being ullilsed for refugee purposes. 


Financial Report 


In hig financial report Bishop Hall 
sald: 

SInce the occupation of Canton the 
Council has received three large 
gifs, $100,000 (National currency ) | 
from the National Relicf Commission 
of China, $50,000 from the Bank of 
China, $50,000 from the Bani of 
Communications, and a further 350,~ 
000 made up in sums varying from 
$10,000 to $500, This total of $200,- 
000 was raised by no cffort of our 
own, but on the initiative of Mr. T. 
Vv. Soong ond the Chinese banking 
community on the one part, and 
Ambassador Hsu Shi-ying und his 
colleagues in the Natlonal Relief Ad- 
ministration on the other, Their 
gencrous and prompt action has cn- 
abled us to act quickly in helping the 

_ destitute and refugees In Canton, 

Of the $200,000 entrusted to us, 
we advanced approximately $120,000 
for the relicf ship to Canton. You 
will remember that you confirmed 
at your Inst mecting a sum of $50,000 
cabled to Canton directly the money 
was given to me by Mr, Soong. Of 
this original $50,000 very little has 
been spent, and, in view of the cost 

- of the relief ship, we have put a 
moratorium on the $50,000 in Canton, 
so that we still control and can, if 
wo wish,: bring back to Hongkong 
for other needs, nbout $40,000. 

Of this $200,000 ralsed for us by 
the Chincse banking and relief agen- 
cles, we still have left at least 
$70,000. 

I ought to explain why they have 
not yet spent. a ercat deal of the 
$60,000 we sent to Canton. Through 
the prompt action of Rev. N, V. Hal-. 
ward, the Canton Refugee Committee 
received from the National Rellef 
Administration in Canton, before ft 
left Canton, $50,000 in National cur- 
rency, and I have no doubt in my 
own mind that there will be desperate 
need jn Canton for many months and 
that all the money we have sent, and 
much, more, will be needed to save 
people from starvation and denth 
in Canton ond neighbourhood. 


Relief Ship Leaves 


Before I go further I aught to ex- 
plain the phrase I used, “We ad- 
voneed $120,000 for the relicf ship.” 
At the last mecting of the committee, 
which was held the day before I 
knew that o relief ship was going, 
the committce agreed that we would 
expect the British Fund for the Re- 
lief of Distress in China to deal with 
things outside the Colony !n view of 
what the Government expects us to 
do for refugees and destitute in 

- Hongkong. It was, however, neces- 
rary to fill the ship and to get the 
ship up as soon os possible, The 
Committee, therefore, on Monday 
evening confirmed the action taken 
by the treasurer, Mr. J. M. Wong 
ond myself on Monday morning, and 
authorised an advance up to $130,000,

Refugees in Casino 


The committee, at its mecting on 
Monday, appointed a sub-committee 
to take over the Shumehun casino to 
kindly put at our disposal by the 
Chinese Government who have 
sequestrated the bullding from Sts 
private owecrs. 
Stephen's Girls’ College, and Ad- 
jutant Ponting, of the Salvation 
Army, went there last night. They 
were joined to-day by Mrs. Langicy. 

The Kam Tin camp, as you pro- 
bably are aware, is full, and there 
fs no other pince now for destitute 
refugees to find safety and food ex- 
cept at Shumchun, unless, of course, 
they have relatives and friends in 
the Colony or the New Territories 
who can take them In. 

l have also to-day received a letter 
from Dr; Man Wang, who needs no 
Hongkong people, 
He is one of the British returned 
doctors who is doing outstanding 
work now in Ching. by arrangement 
with the European doctors of the 
Canton International Red Cross Com- 
mittee, several medical units were 
withdrawn from Canton, and Dr. Man 
is now organising them at Kwellin, 
Shiu Kwong and possibly later at 
Nanning and Ying Tok. Their policy 
is to enlarge, both in personnel and 
uecommodatien, existing hospitals in 
this place, Work was begun at Shiu 
Kwong on November 3. In addition 
to the money he _ is receiving from 
the Government, Dr. Man writes that 
he requires $22,000 (National cur- 
rency) a month to continue the worl 
of these Jarge hospitals, 


Big Task Ahead 


This only touches the fringe of the 
problem of the refugees and air-raid 
wounded who are slowly roving Into 
Kwangsi, leaving a great many dying 
and despairing by the wayside. The 
task that awaits us in this city in the 
next few months is tremendous. 1 
do not iknow who hag made moncy 
In Hongkong and who has lost it 
through the war which has brought 
so much suffering to tho Chincse pco- 
ple, but I am quite convinced that 
millions of dollars must. have been 
made by property owners alone in 
this city whose houses are now full to 
capucity and whose rents are better 
than ever, I am convinced it needa 
only that more’ information should 
come through, os it is beginning to 
come through, of the needs in south 
west China, for a very large amount 
of money to be given. I want, there- 
fore, to urge alk of you here to do 
your utmost with your friends and 
in every possible way, and-I appeal, 
if I may, through you to the whole 
public of Hongicong to contribute to 
the utmost cnpacity for the relict of 
refugees, es 

Money should be sent to the trea- 
surers of the British Fund for th 
Rellef of Distress in Chna, and our 
Council will apply to them for help 
us we need it, or, of course, we arc 
prepared to receive moncy ourselves, 
either carmarked for a particular 
district or for general purposes. 1 
might mention that we have already 
received $2,000 from the Chungshun 
Guild for work in Chungshan county, 
and Rev. H. A. Wittenbuch and Dr. 
Winterstein have gone to that dis- 
trict to begin work. 


Government's Grant 


I have received official notice that 
the Government is prepared to re- 
commend to Legislative Council next 
month a vote for $18,700, equivalent 
to the amount contributed by the 
Chamber of Commerce, 

About a week ago Mr. J. M. Wong 
handed to us cheques totalling $18,- 
700 raised by the Chamber of Com- 
merce for our paying camps scheme. 
We are, therefore, uble to go ahead 
with this scheme, which I think we 
shall find both the need and the op- 
portunity to develop ond extend. 

Mr. Chu, of the Y¥.M.C.A., is com- 
piling a list of men and women, 
grnauates of Universities, teachers 
and others, who ore in necd of help. 
The help they most necd, of course, 
fs work. I am informed by Mr. C. 
Y. Wu thot ot the moment Jt Is not 
possible to take any more workers 
for Read Cross behind the lines. I 
do not know if there Js any' other 
opportunity for service now in China 
proper. My impression is that China’s 
problem {s rather to train and <quip 
the men she has than to.recruit more, 
We havo; therefore, o great oppor- 
tunity to help those who find them- 
selves in thia Colony with no work, 
that, when the war js over and ro- 
construction of Chinn bdeging,” they 
will be prepared in body, mind and 
spirit for thelr work, 


‘ ‘Progress of Work | - 


Outlining the progress the Council 
had made since the last meeting, the 
Bishop sald: 2. pee 


Miss Atkins, of St. 


Since the last meeting ‘consider 

able progress has been. made in every 
phase of tho worl undertaken by the 
council. - Details will be given in the 
statements that will be made in con- 
necilon with each item on the agenda, 
but in order that there may be a 
general review of the position before 
the separate items are dealt with, | 
the following may stand as ao sum- 
mary of developments within the past 
month. : 
"E.R. C. Camp (tho name adopted 
for the paying camps approved by 
the last meeting) —As was described 
on that occasion the purpose of this 
camp is to provide scparate ‘accom- 
modatlon in smull huts for familics 
reduced in position by the war. The 
money for them is to be given by 
speclal donations or loans for that, 
specific purpose, and the Government 
ogreed to gtve dollar for dollur sub- 
scribed privately. It js intended to 
charge a small sum, roughly -$1 per 
Person per month, and the first claim 
on the money from rents, after essen- 
tlal expense had been pald, would go 
to repayment of interest-on the 
moncy lent. .The Chinese Chamber 
of Commerce promised $17,500. ‘It 
has actually given $18,700 of which 
$1,200 fs n gift and the balance, 
$17,500 a loan, Application has been 
made to the Government to pay the 
amount promised, and plans have 
been prepared and approved by the 
Executive Committce on the recom- 
mendation of the building committee. 
Ten units containing four separate 
apartments, capable of housing elght 
persons can be built with that sum. 
After consideration of muny csti- 
mutes, that of Tak Lucn & Co. was 
upproved by the committec. The 
cost will be $27,531.46 exclusive of 
electric installations and’ water ser- 
vices. The contract wiil be signed 
as soon as the Government chcque 
hns been received. It.is hoped that 
by the time this unit fs ready money 
will have been found to add another 
section of the complete scheme. 


Government Camps 


Kum Tin camp.—The camp now 
holds practically 6,000 refugees, the 
maximum number which it can safely 
tuke in, and it fs not the. intention of 
the Government to add to the accom- 
modation there. The Council muin- 
talns there a- supervisor of welfare 
work und 12 voluntary workers, six 
male and six female. At present 
there Js also an assistant supervisor, 
and if the’ number of refugees re- 
mains at the present figure it will 
be necessary to make this positlon 
permanent. The committee has also 
upproved the appointment of a full- 
time paid teacher, in addition to 
voluntary workers. This may not be 
necessary as several volunteers had 
offered their services. Classes, which 
had been begun on a small scale, had 
to be suspended when the refugees 
bean to arrive jn great numbers. 
As the building which had been 
lonned to the welfare. work has had 
to be utilised for housing the re- 
fugees, it will be neccessary for the 
counel! to erect a special hut for 
welfare work, including class room, 
Infant welfare section, and work- 
room. 

Urban Camps.—Proparations are 
well advanced for the opening next 
month of the three camps which the 
government is erecting at North 
Point,. King’s Park and Ma Tau 
Chung. The Council fs undertaking 
the welfare work in these camps and 
in the’ case of North Point and Ma 
Tau'Chung is taking charge of the 
catering, which will be in accordance 
with a nutritlon scale presented by 
the Medical Department. The cater- 
ing In the King’s Park camp -is not 
tbeing undertaken by the council be- 
chuse it js intended that this camp 
shoutd be mainly used for transitory 
refugees, and ag the number of in- 
habitants would be varinble it was 
considered wiser to put the catering 
in the hands of a contractor. The 
council will, however, at the wish 
of the government, supervise the 
catering in this camp also. A special 
kitchen committee hag been formed 
for dealing with the catering in the 
camps. For the welfare work in the 
three camps the council has decided 
fo erect a hut of the same size o3 
those erected for the other purposes 
of the cumps. It was considered 
necessary to incur this expenditurer 
ag it is the intention of the committee 
{o open schools and workooms jn each 
of the camps. Voluntary ~welfare 
workers, who have come forward in 
satisfactory numbers, will be resident 
in these camps, and it has been de- 
cided that they will worl directly 
under the overseer appointed by the 
government, if it is found to be 
necessary, a speciol supervisor of 
welfare work will be appointed also 
In each of these camps. ; 

_ Canton—The efforts which were 
made to have a-rellef ship scent to 
Canton were successful snd a ship 
went on Wednesday with 12 workers, 
Including three doctors and a nurse, 
and a large quantity of food and 
medical supplies. Many more volun- 
tary workers are available and it js 
hoped that an opportunity will be 
found to send them. A detailed 
account of this undertaking will be 
givern when the point on the agenda 
dealing with it is reached.

Misuse Of Money

ho had collected to the sccretary of 
the Unton after the sums had been 
recorded in an account book, was the 
claim made by Tse Hiu-fung before 
Mr. Justice PA H. Willlams at the 
Summary Court yesterday, when he 
contested a claim for the return of 
$137.16 mnde ogainst him'by Kwok 
Tung, on behalf of the, Hongkong and 
Kowloon Soy Pickle and Preserved 
Frults Merchants’ Union, 


‘The defendant $s alleged to have |. 


misused the sum clalmed, belng part 
of book debts owing to the firm of 
Lt Chun. Yuen -Kee and collected on 
behalf of that firm's creditors. 

Mr. M.- A. da Silva appeared. for 
the plaintiff, and the defendant con- 
ducted his own case. . 

Testifying, Ho Kam-wo, treasures 
of the Union, sald that In March, 
1037, the defendant was the repre- 
sentative of the Union in dealings 
with Mr. da Silva and the Union. 
Between March, 1937, and March 
this year, he had spoken with Tse 
nbout the collecting of the accounts 
of the Li Chun Yuen Kee firm, and 
Tse had sald that the money was 
with Mr. da Silva. Tse did not men- 
tlon whether he had collected any of 
the money. In March this year, said 
witness, he was present at a meeting 
of the Unton when a suggestion was 
mate that Tse be asked as to how 
he was getting on with the accounts 
of the Yuen Kee firm. Tse was 
was asked about it, and he made o 
rough answer saying that the money 
was still with Mr. da Silva. ; 

In this evidence, Tse sald that 
when he hod collected the varlous 
sums of money, he had the amounts 
entered into an account book of the 
Unlon known as the "collectlon~of 
debts on behalf of creditors.” He 
then handed over the money to Mol: 
Lal-chuen, the sezretary of the Union, 
who was also the person who had 
made the entries. The book was in 
the custody of the Union, and was 
stll! so in March this year, He hand- 
ed the money collected to Mok as 
soon us he had cashed the cheques 
retating tothe amounts. He receiv- 
ed no receipts from Mok. 

After this evidence, the further 
hearing: of the-case was adjourned 
to this afternoon, when the defendant 
wil be cross-examined by Mr. da 
Silva.

If no cbsiacle arises it will 
be possible to accommodate many 
thousand refugees under cover at 
this plece. re

After the curtains are taken down 
be shaken to remove. the 
Then thelr dimensions 
should be measured’ ‘to. ‘forestall 
doubt about the right length latcr. 
Next the rucks should be token out 
und any holes or teurs mended. * 

“Uf the curtning ore of white linen 
or cotton, they should be put to 
sonk in lukewarm soapy. water. 
This preliminary treatment loosens 
the dirt, but st cannot bo used with 
esloured window hangings: or ‘white 
ones with coloured trimmings, be- 
cause the colour may run. 

Lukewarm wash and rinse waters 
should aiso be used and rich ‘suds 
ore always: desiravie. This cleans 
better and more rapidly. ‘First’ add 
your favourite “kind. of laundry 
soup to a small quantity of hot 
water. ‘When’. it has dissolved 
thoroughly, add more water :to make 
wto obtain 
the correct temperature. 

Very thin curtains may be soustd 
up and down in the soapy water by 
hand. At least two rinses in clear 
tepld water are desirable; three will 
do no harm. (Rings, by the way, 
should be removed from the fingers 
and fingernails smoothly filed, for 
these are often the cause of broken 
threads ond runs in fine curtain 
fabrics.) 

Alt cotton net curtains are im- 
proved by the use of a thin starch 
solution. This imparts a finish 
which resembles that of new fabrics. 
From onc or two teaspoons of starch 
to a quart of water will give o satis- 
fuctory result. 

When curtains are placed on the 
line to dry. they should be hung 
niraight across and the corners should 
be squared. If they are hung out 
of doors it is important that there 
should be little wind. 

Some housckeepers 
curtains at the window to dry. 
brass curtain rod is Inserted in the 
hem at the bottom to furnish enough 
weight to hold the curtain straight. 
Curtains dried by this method will be 
if pressed wlth a 
wurm tron when dry. 


Hints on Ironing 


file tc lpacate ie ates 

Ironing curtains Is a dreaded task 
in many houscholds. You must have 
patience to achieve the results you 
desire, Nets, laces and thin rayons 
may be dried on stretchers which 
measure slightly less than the cure 
tains before washing. When they 
are dry, some of the edges may have 
n “looped” appearance, as the fabrle 
ig stretched a little more in the 
places where It is attached to the 
frame. This conditlon may be over- 
come with a warm but riot hot iron. 
You pull, and press the curtain until 
the edges are even, 

When ironing net curtalns have 
them slightly damp all over. This 
is best accomplished by sprinkling 
them thoroughly and allowing them 
to stand tightly rolled’ for * thirty 
minutes. or more, It‘ takes ‘time to 
shuke out every curtain, to square 
its corners and put it on the fron 
'‘ng-board straight, but it pays. Then 
iron paralict with the selvedge edges. 
- There: --Is.-a certain . knack in 
handling loosely woven fabrics which 
ure easily pulled out of shape with 
the Iron. Pull and pat the curtain 
with your hands as you fron to make 
it take the shape and size dealred. 
Always compare the measurement of 
the froned curtain with that of its 
measurement before washing. Some- 
times a Httle tuck needs to be taken 


before it is hung. _

*enthereatitch, . cross-stitch and out-

PARIS, Nov. 24 

THE PROTEST STRIKE 
against M. Daladier’s emer- 
gency decrees which’ has 
been proclaimed in Valen- 
ciennes,, has .assumed 
extremely grave dimensions 
since November. 16. Mill- 
workers' have . joined the, 
strikers in'the metallurgical: 
trade, and ‘the total number 
of: strikers in the Valen- 
ciennes district thus exceeds 
40,000. ° 


‘Numerous motor lorrics, with 
mobile guards from various 
parts. of France arrived at 
Valenciennes ‘to-day and -on 
Wednesday night. Among those 
mobile guards were detachments 
from such far-distant regions as 
the Bordeaux district. 


Action for the forcible evacuation 
of.the strikers.from the. factories cons 
tinued throughout to-day, The larger 
works have not yet been evacunted, 
however, since the police forces and 
mobile guards of the disposal of the 
authorities were not  suMciently 
strong to enforce evacuation. 


Economle quarters here cxpect 
‘that the striké movement In north 
‘France will spread still further, The 
movement also spread to the Paris 
district to-day, and workers jin the 
Renault Motor Company, which cm- 
ploys 25,000 men, proclaimed a strike, 
Cauldron Alreraft factories workers 
also declared a strike to-day.

Keeping a Full Press 


SINCE THE OUTBREAK of 

hostilities between China 
and Japan there has been a ten- 
dency in Hongkong to interfere 
with the undeniable right of 
newspapers to have access to 
‘certain information. We do not 
refer particularly to Govern- 
ment departments, although 
officinldom in certain quarters 
does add enormously to the 
difficulties by newspapers in 
this Colony, but have in mind 
the three Services. 


Honest, temperate and intelli- 
gent restriction is, we quite 
well understand, necessary on 
many occasions, especially in 
time of emergency, Our ex- 
perience, however, is that the 
“hush-hush"” policy which has 
been increasingly adopted—in 
Hongkong in recent months ex- 
ceeds those qualifications and 
indicates, at times, an almost. 
fanatical desire to suppress in- 
formation to which the public 
has every right to have access 
through its newspapers. 


The Grand Old Game 


Not SINCE the Loch Ness 

Monster has there been 
anything quite so likely to upset 
the equanimity of a Scotsman 
as a recent assertion that golf 
was not originally a Scottish 
game. Yet this “discovery” 
isn’t so new after all. The 1935 
edition of an Encyclopedia re- 
fers to golf as a game: which 
although it “scems to have 
originated in Holland ... . has 
become identified with. Scotland, 
where it was introduced in the 
16th century.” 


The professors who, while 
conducting a research into in- 
ternational Jaw, uncovered an 
engraving of Huig van Groot 
showing the great Renaissance 
authority on jurisprudence as a 
youth holding a golf club, have 
perhaps corroborated what until 
now was only supposed to be 
the fact. How the game was 
brought to Scotland is still a 
subject for speculation, but the 
fact that it was introduced to 
Scotland, where it has for at 
least five centuries been ao well- 
established sport, is beyond 
question. 

Scotland can lose little “glory 
by this latest revelation, for its 
part in popularising the gamo 
cannot be minimised. In the 
minds of most golfers the world 
over, the anclent gamo of hit 
and hike will still be closely os- 
sociated with Scotland, whose 
Royal and Ancient Golf Club of 
‘St. Andrews, founded in’1774, 
‘has long been recognised as an 
international shrino of golf..

Financlal Report 


In his financial report Bishop Hall 
sald: : 

Since the occupation of Canton the 
Council has received three large 
gitts, $100,000 (National currency) 
from the Natlonel Relief Commission 
of China, $50,000 from the Bonk of 
China, $50,000 from the Bank of 
Communications, and o further 550,- 
000 mnde up.in sums varying from 
$10,000 to $500. This total of $200,- 
000 wan rulsed by no effort of our 
own, but on the initintive of Mr. T. 
Vv. Soong and the Chinese banking 
community on the one part, and) 
Ambassador Hsu_ Shi-ying and his 
collengues in the National Relicf Ad- 
ministration on the other. Their 
generous nnd prompt uction has en- 
abled us to act quickly in helping the 
destitute and refugees in Canton. 

Or the $200,000 entrusted to us, 
we advanced approximately $120,000 

- for the relief ship to Canton.. ‘You 
will remember that you confirmed 
at your Inst meeting o sum of $50,000 
enabled to Canton directly the money 
wns given to me by Mr, Soong. Of 


this original $50,000 very little has 
been spent, and, in view of the cost 
of the relief ship, we have put a 
moratorium on the $50,000 In Canton, 
so thnt we still control and can, if 
we wish, bring back to Hongkong 
for other needs, about $40,000. 

Of this $200,000 ralsed for us by 
the Chinese banking and relief agen- 
cles, we still have eft at ieast 
$70,000.

Rellef Ship Leaves 


Before I go further I ought to ex- 
plain the phrase I uscd, “We ad- 
vanced $120,000 for the relict ship.” 
At the last meeting of tho committee, 
which was held the day before t 
knew that a relict ship was going, 
the committee ogreed that we would 
expect the British Fund for the Re- 
lef of Distress in China to deal with 
things outside the Colony In view o 
what the Government expects us to 
do for refugees ond destitute In 
Hongkong. It was, however, neces- 
sary to fill the ship and to get the 
ship up os soon-as possible. The 
Committee, therefore, on ‘Monday 
evening confirmed the action taken 

_ by the treasurer, Mr. J. M. Wong 
and myself on Monday morning, and 
authorised an advance up to $189,000. 

Through the gencrosity of Messrs. 
Wang Kee, who gave $4,000, Messrs. 
Dodwell, who gave a truck which fs 
now in Shameen, ond the Kwong- 
chowan Overseas Association, who 
gave an ambulance, and very many 
other gifts of goods, I do not anticl- 
pate the total expenditure on the 
ship will much exceed $120,000 from 
the funds of the Council. Wo have 
applied to the Britlsh Fund for the 
Rellef of Distress in China for the 
Tepayment of this, sum.

Refugees in’ Casino 


The committee, at ils meeting on 
Monday, appointed o sub-committee 
to take over the Shumehun cutino SO 
kindly put ot our cusposal by the 
Chinese Government who have 
sequestrated the building from its 
private owecrs. Miss Atidns, of St. 
Stephen's Girls’ College, and Ad- 
jutant Ponting, of the Salvation 
Army, went there last night. They 
were joined to-day by Mrs. Langley. 

The Kam Tin camp, a3 you pron 
bably are aware, js full, and there 
is no other place now for destitute 
refugees to find salety and food ex- 
cept at Shumchun, unicss, of course, 
they have relatives and friends in 
the Colony or the New Tcrritorics 
who can take them In. 

LT have also to-day received a letter 
from Dr, Man Wang, who needs no 
Introduction to Hongkong people, 
He is one of the British ret ned 
doctors who Is doing outstanding 
work now in Cinna, by arrangement 
with the European doctors of the 
Canton International Red Cross Com- 
mittee, reveral medical umts were 
withdrawn from Canton, ond Dr. Man 
Is now organising them at Kweilin, 
Shiu Kwong and possibly later at 
Nanning and Ying Tok. Their policy 
Is to enlarge, both in personnel and 
necommodation, existing hospitals in 
this place. Work was begun at Shiu 
Kwong on November 3. In addition 
to the money he js recciving from 
the Government, Dr. Man writes that 
he requires $22,000 (National cur- 
rency) a month to conlinue the work 
of these large hospitals. 


Bly Task Ahead 


This only touches the fringe of the 
problem of the refugecs and air-raid 
wounded who are slowly moving into 
Kwangsi, leaving a great many dying 
and despairing by the wayside. +The 
task that awalts us in this clty in the 
next few months is tremendous, I 
do not know who has made money 
in Hongkong and who has: lost it 
through the war which has brought 
so much suffering to the Chinese pco~ 
ple, but 1 am quite convineed that 
millions of dollars must have been 
made by property owners alone in 
this elty snose houses ure now tuil to 
capacity and whose rents’ are better 
thun ever. I am convinced it needs 
only that more Information should 
come through, as it is beginning to 
come through, of the needs in south= 
west China, for a very lorgec amount 
of moncy to be given. I want, therc- 
fore, to urge all of you here to do 
your utmost with your friends and 
in every possible way, and I appeal, 
if L may, through you to the whole 
public of Hongkong to contributc to 
the utmost capacity for the relict of 
refugees. ’ 

Moncy ‘should be sent to the trea~

Progress of Work | 


Outlining the progress the Council 
had made alnce the last meeting, the 
Bishop sald: °

Since the last meeting considers 
able progress has been made In cvery 
phase of the worl. undertaken by the 
council, Details will be given in the 
statements that will be made In con- 
nection with cach Item on the agends, 
but jn order that there may be o 
general review of the position before 
the separate {temg are dealt with, 
the following may stand as o sum- 
mary of dovelopments within the past 
month. . 

E. KR. C. Camp (the name adopted 
for the paying camps opproved by 
the last meeting).—As was described 
on that oceasion the purpose of this 
camp is to provide separate accom- 
modation in small huts for familics 
reduced in position by the war, The 
money for them fs to be given by 
special donations or loans for that 
specific purpose, ond the Government 
ngreed to give dollar for dollar sub- 
scribed privately. It is intended to 
charge a small sum, roughly $1 per 
person per month, and the first claim 
on the money trom rents, alter cssen~ 
tial expense had been pald, would fo 
to repayment of interest on the 
moncy lent. The Chinese Chamber 
of Commerce promlscd $17,500, It 
has actually given $18,700 of which 
$1,200 is o gift and the balance, 
$17,500 a loan. Application has been 
made to the Government to pay the 
umount promised, and pluns have 
been prepared and opproved by the 
Executive Committee on the recom- 
mendation of the building committee, 
Ten units contain.ng four separate 
apurlments, capable of housing cight 
persons can be built with that sum. 
Affer consideration of many cstl- 
mutes, that of Tak Luen & Co. was 
approved by the committee. The 
cost will be $27,531.46 exclusive of 
electric installatlons and water ser- 
vices. The contract will be signed 
ts soon as the Government cheque 
has been received. It ts hoped that 
by the time this unit Is ready money 
will have been found to add another 
section of the complete scheme. 


Government Camps 


Kam Tin camp--The camp now 
holds practically 5,000 refugecs, the 
maximum number which It can safely 
take in, and it is not the intention of 
the Government to_add to the accom- 
modation there. The Council. muin- 
tains there a supervisor of welfare 
work and 12 voluntary workers, six 
male and six female, At present 
there is also an assistant supervisor, 
and if the mumber of refugecs rc- 
mains at the present figure it will 
be necessary to make this position 
permanent. The committee has ulso 
approved the appointment of o full- 
time pald teacher, in addition to 
voluntary workers. This may not be 
necessary as several volunteers had 
offered their services. Classes, which 
had been begun on a small scale, had 
to be suspended when the refugees 
began to arrive jn great numbers. 
As the building which had been 
loaned to the welfare work has had 
to be utilised for housing the re- 
fugees, it will be necessary for the 
council to erect u special hut for 
welfare work, including class reom, 
infant welfare section, and work- 
room. . 

Urban’ Campa.—Proparations are 
well advanced for the opening next 
month of the three camps which the 
government js erecting at North 
Point, King’s Park and Ma Tau 
Chung. The Council is undertaking 
the welfare work in these camps, an 
in the case of North Point and Ma 
Tau Chung !s taking charge of the 
catering, which will be in accordance 
with o nutrition scale presented by 
the Medical Department. The cater- 
ing in the King's Parke camp is not 
being undertaken by the council be- 
couse it is intended that thls camp 
should be mainly used for transitory. 
refugees, and os the number of in- 
habitants would be variable it was 
considered wiser to put the catering 
in the hands of a contractor, The 
council will, however, at the wish 
government, supervise the 
catering in this camp also. A special 
kitchen committee has been formed 
for dealing with the catering in the 
camps. For the welfare work in the 
three camps the council has deelded 
to erect a hut of the same size os 
those erected for the other purposcs 
of the camps. It was considered 
necessary to incur. this expenditure, 
as It is the Intention of the committee 
to open schools and workooms in each 
of the camps. Voluntary welfare 
workers, who have come forward in 
satlsfactory numbers, will be resident 
jn these camps, and it has been de- 
cided that they will work dircctly 
under the overseer appointed by the 
government. If It is found to be 
necessary, a special supervisor. of 
welfare work will be appointed also 
In each of these camps. 

Canton.-The efforta which were 
made to have o relief ship sent to 
Canton were successful ond a ship 
went on Wednesday with 12 workers, 
Including three doctors and u nurse, 
and a large quantity of food: an’ 
medical supplies. Many more volun- 
tary workers ore available and It is 
hoped that an opportunity will be 
found to, send them. A detailed 
account of this undertaking will be 
given when tho point on the agenda 
dealing with it ls reached. -

Chungshan.—The committee has 
expressed its readiness to co-opcrato 
with Bishop Hall in his efforts to 
establish a refugee centre in Chung- 
shan. .

FUNDS OF A 
UNION 


Former Official Denics 
Misuse Of Moncey 


That he had given tho moncy that 
he had’ collected to the sccrotary. of 
tho Union after the sums had been 
recorded In on account book, was the 
claim made by Tse Hiu-fung before 
Mr, Justice EB. H. Williams at the 
Summary Court yesterday, when he 
contested a claim for the return of 
$137,106 made against him by Kwok 
Tung, on behalf of the Hongkong and 
Kowloon Soy Pickle and Preserved 
Frults Merchants’ Union. ' 

‘The defendant is alleged to have 
misused the sum claimed, belng part 
of book debts owing to the firm of 
{Li Chun Yuen Kee and collected on 
Behalf of that firm's creditors, 

Mr, M. A. da Silva. appeared for 
the plaintiff, and the defendant con- 
ducted his ‘own case. 

Testifying, Ho Kam-wo, treasures 
of the Union, sald that in March, 
1937, the defendant wag the repre~ 
sentative of the Union in dealings 
with Mr. da Silva ond the Unlon. 
Between March, 1937, and March 
this year, he hod spoken with Tse 
nbout the collecting of the accounts 
of the Li Chun Yuen Kee firm, and 
Tse had said that the money was 
with Mr. da Silva, Tse did not men- 
tlon whether he had collected any of 
the money.

The book was in 
the custody. of the Union, ond was 
stl] so in March thls year. He hand- 
ed the money collected to Mok as 
soon as he had cashed the cheques 
relating to the amounts, He receiv- 
ed no receipts from Mok. 

Alter this .evidence, the further 
hearing of the case was adjourned 
to this afternoon, when the defendant 
will be cross-examined by Mr. da 
Silva. .

Thirty-thousand workers have oc- 
cupled the Renault “and” Caudron 
works. By 10 o'clock to-night the

GERMANY ATTEMPTS 
TO INTERVENE 


London, Nov, 24. 

Although Germany is not repre- 
sented at the Paris talks between the 
British Prime Minister and Foreign 
Seceretary and French statesmen, she 
is appurently doing her utmost to 
influence the outcome of the ‘con- 
ference in her favour, according to 
some sources here. 

The announcement from Berlin 
that negotiations for the Franco- 
German “No More War" declaration 
have been successfully — concluded, 
combined with the reports of Herr 
von Ribbentrop's visit to Paris in the 
near future, Indicate German 
manocuvres to induce Frahce not to 
align herself too closely with Britain 
regarding military co-operation, for 
fear of jJcopardising an understanding 
with Germany, which, it js reported, 
Herr Hitler and Her von Ribbentrop 
are very anxious to effect. 

At the same time, Russian circles 

here sre-very anxious - bout. these 
movements presaging German lean- 
ings towards France, fearing that 
it means another effort to onnal the 
Franco-Sovict Puct, They alsa 
believe that the British and French 
statesmen may agree to arrange a 
Four-Power pact with Italy and 
Germany. 
Observers here further consider It 
likely that Germany will follow up 
the declaration with an early intima- 
tlon that the Franco-Sovict. pact is 
Incompatitable with Franco-German 
rapprochement ond understanding. 

Though it.is likely that Herr von 
Ribbentrop’s. visit to. Paris, if it 
materlallses, wili be malnly for the 
purpose of signing the declaration, it 
is known that there has been a long- 
standing German desire to break up 
the Franco-Soviet pact, and to isolate 
the Soviet, Addittonally, sources 
here close to the French, report that 
von Ribbentrop's projected visit to 
Paris is already meeting with sharp 
criticlsm !n certaln Franch quarters. 

These quarters also express the 
opinion that the value of the Franto- 
German declaration, for all practical 
purposes, {s nil, having far less 
significance even than the Tocarno 
treaties and the Kellogg Pact. 

Meanwhile British political opinion 
is increasingly apprehensive regard- 
Ing the unstable Internal French 


\p situation, as evidenced by the num- 


ber of strikes, the threat of a general 
strike, and the possible fall of the 
Daladier Government. 

The Datly Matlin an editorial snys: 
“The French Minister is certain to 
urge a close defensive alllance with 
Britain, but however carnest thelr 
desire for such co-operation, they 
must. be aware ‘that it could be 
effective only if backed by the fully 
developed industrial and financial 
strength of both partners." 


Similarly the Dally Telegraph 
eriticises the lack of co-oprration by 
French labour circles to make 
sacrifices for a natlonal recovery, 
adding: “For those who rely. hope- 
fully on the efficacy of co-operntion 
between Britain and France, the pre- 
sent French situation is discouraging, 
and even disquicting.”—United Press,

The question of 
guaranteeing the new Czech {ron- 
tiers Is believed to have figured pro- 
minently In the talks, says Reuter's 
diplomatic correspondent, 

Czecho-Slovakia is stated to {eel 
that. now negotiations with her 
neighbours are complcted, it is time 
the Powers’ guarantecs came into 
force, Poland has shown that she is 
totally dissatisfied with the present 
Ruthenian frontier, and docs not !n- 
tend to guarantee it as it stands. 

It Is reported that Colonel Beck 
during a visit to Rumania, attempted 
fo. secure a common _ Pollsh- 
Hungarian frontier ncross Ruthenia, 
nnd the creation of a new inviolable 
frontier between Rumania © and 
Hungary, ‘while Rumania herself 
{ook part of Ruthenia. 

It Is stated that while Col. Beck's 
attempt failed, Poland's intentions 
hove not diminished. It is doubtful 
whether she’ would openly con- 
voke Germany. The German at- 
titude doubtless arose when King 
Curol saw Herr Hitler to-day, ond it 
Is understood that Herr Hitler is less 
Interested In maintaining Ruthenia’s 
pasition than some of the German 
Teuders, like Herr- von Ribbentrop. 

According to the information of 
foreign diplomatic quarters in Lon- 
don, he might withdraw objcctions to 
Poinnd’s und Hungary's claims on 
Ruthenia in return for the complete 
Germanisation of Danzig. On the 
other hond, Rumania fs resolutely 
opposed to a change in Ruthenin's 
position.—Reuter, 


TALKS CONCLUDED 


Paris, Nov. 24. 

The Anglo-French diplomatic talks 
were concluded before 7.30 this even- 
ing. Both sides have expressed 
gratification with the outcome of the 
discussions, which, it was emphasised 
in Qual d'Orsay circles, were not, a8 
at the time of the Czecho-Slovak 
crisis, confined to ont problem, but 
covered ull matters of outstanding 
importance, bearIng upon the present 
European situation.

The British Prime Minister and 
Viscount’ Halifax are returning Lon- 
don on Friday morning. 

Meanwhile, the entire French press 
this evening acclaim the Franco- 
Germun declaration as a document 
which constitutes a very important 
contribution towards the tasle of con- 
solidating European peace. , 


“A joint Franco-German declora- 
thon ig a fact of special Importance 
seen from the International stand 
point,” declares Le Temps, adding: 
“This fact les altogether in line’ 
with the new political outlook in- 
augurated- at Munich. Relations 
based on improved fecling of con- 
fidence between Parls\and Berlin are 
Indispensable if the procedure of con- 
sultation and rapprochement . is to 
show fruitful results.. Seen in this 
light, the Franco-German declara-

COMPLETELY SATISFACTORY 


: Parts, Nov, 24. 

The Britlsh and French Premiers 
concluded “completely satisfactory" 
consultations this .evening, — when 
they made a decision to pool their 
forees and to bulld 10,000 planes in 
on_cffort to outstrip the dictators. 

The French agreed to speed up 
production to 280 planes a month, 
mostly bombers,. while Britain has 
agreed to put construction at full- 
speed, .concentrating on fighting 
planes.

TRANSPORT IN DUMBELL BAY 


“There you are, there's Paikong,” 
said Bedell, and pointed with his, 
finger to n cluster of shining roofs 
away to our right. I put the glasses 
on them, 

Before I could train them to iny 
cye=sight Bedell drew my attention 
ngain ond snatched them from me, 
“There you are, there's a transport. 
The ship was In_ Taiping harbour 
about half-a-mile from the shore, 
Beyond we could see, Bins Bay very 
clearly. There were no ships to be 
seen at oll, This fact indicated to 
us the truth in the report that tho 
Jupancse have occupied the Paikong- 
Lungkel peninsula and are cleaning 
up there, 

Hard as we looked, we could sec 
bo movements of troopa on the main 
highways, which stood out very 
distinctly, There were several fish- 
ing junks tled up on the Mira Bay 
side but there was nothing to In- 
dicate {hat any warfare was golng 
on below us. 

We swung to the left and followed 
the coust-line along flying over the 
villages of Katung, Sumtasha, Tal- 
mulsha and Shatau, At the Inst 
mentioned place we could see the 
highway leading straight into Wong- 
kong. As plain as a knife slash in 
n piece of cheese, this highway lay 
before us, It’ was deserted. We 
could follow the other roads right 
Inland for 20 miles with perfect case. 
All of them were deserted. 

COULD NOT HAVE 
MISSED FIGIITING 

Shatau_ village itself, near where 
fighting is reported to have taken 
place, was quiet, This Was trye of 
the. other villagcs I have mentioned, 
and no where did we sce puffs o 
smoke, or fires which might indicate 
fighting taking piace, or any move- 
ments of troops. - 

If there has been any fightlng, 
clther by guns or by the Japanese 
troops razing villages in cleaning 
up operations, wa could not have 
possibly missed it. 

“tt ls so clear that we would sec a 
bush ablaze,” remarked Bedell at my 
side, 
We followed the coast-line down to 
Shataukok on the Hongkong border, 

We could sce the Shum Chun river 
winding {ts course below us-—the 
boundary of British territory. Again, 
the roads on elther side were deserted, 
We picked out the stlver colour of the 
roofs of the British millitary camp 
opposite the town of Shum Chun, 
plain targets from 10,000 fect, 

RAILWAY LINE UNBROKEN 

Of.the town of Shum Chun Itself 
we could sce everything, There was 
no movement In the streets and roads 
leading there. To us the line of the 
Kowloon-Canton railwny seemed un- 
broken for 20 or 30 miles from Hong- 
kong, or as far as our eyes could 
follow it. 

Bedell said he had ‘heard that 
Shumchun had been bombed yester- 
day afternoon by. three Japanese 
planes. We looked all round for 
signs, but could pick out nothing, 

Wo circled round the border at 
Shumchun and made a second effort 
to pick out traces of fighting, but 
again we were unsuccessful, 

No streams of refugees cluttered 
the roads, no big guns: were dcing 
brought into action behind them, 

On we flew, our feet chilled by 
the cold atmosphere, We left the 
border behind and made out over 
Deep Bay, Away in the distance 
Bedell picked out two ships. - 

JAPANESE CRUISER 

After ‘carcful study with the 
glasses he concluded that one was a 
cruiser stationed off Tai Shan island, 
and, the other ship, In the middle of 
the Penrl river, was a transport 
coming towards Hongkong from 
Canton. 

The same story of what we saw 
in the country along Mirs Bay can 
be sald of the coun! near - Deep 
Bay. Both were vold of troops or 
fighting. 

Disappointed, but thanicful that the 
war was not as near Hongkong aos. 
we expected, Bedell turned the plane 
round and opened the throttle for 
home, ‘ 

Losing altitude rapidly we followed 
the harbour entrance and’ passed 
over the naval ships at 2,000 feet, 
We could enstly pick out the A.A. 
guns mounted on: the submarines, 
and the planes on ‘the’ decks of 
H.MS, Engle. 

Banking leftwards, Bedell swung

GINCE THE OUTBREAK of 

hostilities between China 
and Japan there has been a ten- 
dency in' Hongkong to interfere 
with the undeniable right of 
newspapers to have access to 
certain information. We do not 
refer particularly to Govern- 
ment departments, — although 
ofcialdom jin .certain quarters 
does add enormously. to the 
difficulties encountered by news- 
papers in this Colony, but have 
in mind the three Services. 


Honest, temperate and intelli- 
gent restriction is,' we quite 
well .understand, necessary on 
many occasions, especially in 
time of emergency. Our ex- 
perience, however, is that the 
“hush-hush” policy which -has 
been increasingly adopted in 
Hongkong in recent months ex- 
ceeds those qualifications and 
indicates, at times, an almost 
fanatical desire to suppress in- 
formation to which the public 
has every right to have access 
through its newspapers.

If the curtaing are of while linen 
or cotton, they should be put-to 
sonk in lukewarm -sonpy water. 
This preliminary treatment loosens 
the dirt, but it cannot be used with 
coloured window hangings or white 


cnes_ with coloured trimmings, be-] 


cause the colour may run. 

Lukewarm wosh and rinse waters 
should also be used and rich suds 
are olways desirable. This cleans 
better and more rapidly. First add 
your favourite kind of° Jaundry 
sonp to 4 small quantity of hot 
water, When it has dissolved 
thoroughly, add more water to make 
the desired amount ond to obtain 
the correct temperature. 

Very thin curtalns may be souscd 
up and down in the soapy water by 
hand. At least two rinses In clear 
‘opid water are desirnble; three will 
do no harm. -(Rings, by the way, 
should'be removed from the fingers 
ond fingernalls smoothly filed, for 
these are often the cause of broken 
threads and runs in fine curtain 
fabrics.) . 

All cotton net curtains are im- 
proved by the use of a thin starch 
solution. This imparts a finish 
which resembies that of new fabrics. 
From one or two tenspoons of starch 
to n quart of water will give a satis< 
factory result, 

When curtains are placed on the 

line to dry they should be hung 
straight across and the corners should 
Le squared. If they ore hung out 
ot dours it Is important that there 
should be Httle wind. : 
' Some housekeepers like to hang 
curtains at the window to dry. A 
bras curtain rod Is inserted in the 
hem at the bottom to furnish enough 
weight to hold the curtain straight. 
Curtains dried by this method will be 
more’ attractive ff pressed with ao 
warm fron when dry. 2

Ironing curtains is a dreaded task 
In many houscholds. You must have 
patience to achieve the results you 
desire. Nets, laces and thin rayons 
may be dried on stretchers which 
measure slightly less than the cur~ 
tains before washing. When they 
sro dry, some of the edges may have 
1 “looped” appearance, as the fabric 
is stretched a little more in the 
places where it Is attached to the 
‘frame. This condition may be over- 
rome with a warm but not hot iron, 
‘You pull and press the curtain until 
the edges are even. 

When ironing net curtains have 
them slightly damp all over. This 
is best accomplished by sprinkling 
‘hem thoroughly and allowing them 
to stand tightly rolled for thirty 
minutes or more. It takes time to 
shake gut every curtain, to square 
Its corners and put it on the iron- 
“ng-bontd straight, but it pays. ‘Then 
tron parallel with the selvedge edges. 

There is a certain knack in 
handling looscly woven fabrics which 
nre easily pulfed out of shape with 
the Iron. Pull and pat the curtain 
saith ‘your hands as you fron to make 
{t take the shape and size desired. 
Always comnpara the measurement of 
the Jroned curtain with that of its 
mensurement before washing. Some- 
times a Jittle tuck needs to be taken 


before it is hung.

Cie, the South African Minister to 
Berlin, had left Munich carly in the 
morning and travelled by car to 
Berchtesgaden, where he was wel-

He then drove on through the 
snow-capped mountains to Herr 
Hitler's residence. A company of 
Herr Hitler's bodyguard presented 
arms when the South African 
Minister’s car drew up at the front 
of the house... : 

Herr von Ribbentrop, who hind 
waited for the arrival of the car, led 
Mr. Pirow to the reception room 
where Chancellor Hitler heartly 
welcomed his guest. % 

Mr, Cle and Herr von Ribbentrop 
were present during the discussions 
between Herr Hitler und Mr, Plrow, 
which Insted for more thon an hour. 

Shortly ofter midday Mr. Pirow 
left the house for Berchtesgaden,
